All chaplains, doctors, and nurses 
are protected in every possible way, 
and cre not to be taken prisoners or 
in any way injured. 

Any soldier robbing or mutilating 
an enemy is Hable to be shot without 
trial; and death is the penalty for 
‘vounding or killing a disabled man. 

The bodies of the enemy are to be 
‘carefully searched before burial, and 
any articles found on them which 
might lead to their identifcation are 
to be sent to their proper quarters.

Why do they 
not give tham an edvcation that will 
be sufficiently practictl that they c:.n 
be relied upcn to copy a document 
with at least a redimentary idea of 
what it is about? He went on to 
icll how he had to have his typist make 
several cop‘es of a documeent before 
she could get a correct One, because 
She insisted in writing words that 
sounded like those in the original, but 


had no sense at all in the connection 
in which she used them. He say3 
that there is much ground for mary 
such complaints, 

Our personal exper-ence does rot 
enable us to express any opin:on on 
this point, but a similar complaint has 
frequently been made to us. We 
hardly know what retnedy ‘to suggest 
but it is certainly beyond all questions 
that a pupil who has graduated from 
the high School ought to know how 
to write a letter, and xnow that pre- 
cedent and president are differert 
words. In view of the complaints re- 
ferred to, we suggest to the school 
authorities that the matter may be 
worth a little inquiry, and that if a 
real evil exists, means should bo tak- 
en to reinedy it. 

It is much more important that a 
clerk ia an offic or a counting room 
should be able to write a business 
letter or add up a column of figures 
correctly than to be able tc tell how 
often Henry VILL. was married or how 
far it is to the moon. It is much 
more importart to be able to copy a 
document with some intellitent com- 
prehension of what the language 
means tkan to be able to analyze a 
sentence according to the latest tom- 
fool notions as te the construction of 
sentences. We had occasion to look 
over a modern grammar the other day 
and undertake to say tha: Shake- 
speare, Milton, Addison or Macaulay 
could not have scored 8 out of a poss!- 
ble 100 if the; were set to answer an 
examination paper on it.

Science, while aiding niankind in all 
sorts of beneficent ways, is at the 
same time aiding the cracksman to 
pursue his nefarious work with much 
more neatness and dispatch and with 
less danger to himself than .ever be- 
fore. The modern burglar now spurns 
the clumsy outfit of crowbar, jimmies 
and skeleton keys. He knows a trick 
worth a dozen of those. He carries a 


few ounces of nitroglycerin, a cylinder. 


or two of oxygen and acetylene and a 
blowpipe. With these easily concealed 
tools he can force bis way through the 
toughest steel. eh : 

The blowpipe is the deadly enemy 
which the safe manufacturer is now 
trying, with the aid of science, to cir- 
cumyent. Under the intense heat that 
it generates the stroigest steel crum- 
ples up like.paper. A circle some two 
feet in diameter can be cut through 
metal an inch thick in a few minutes. 

Deadly forces must be handled with 
care and an exact ‘knowledge of the 
power of which they are capable. It

THE SWIFTEST TRAVEL. 


An Aerial Record That Beats Fast 
Autos and Locomotives, * 

Nature has long put the air first in 
the speed of living creatures. Next to 
the birds came the land animals. The 
fislres trailed-bebind. 

It has come to that already with 
man's speed records, Recently a 
French aviator named Guillaus drove 
a flying machine 118 miles in an hour, 
from Savigny-sur-Brave to PaTis, and 
thereby beat the best record ever nade 
by un automobile, in this country or 
Europe, by about six miles. No rail- 
road train ever came. anywhere near 
the sustained speed of the bird man, 
who averaged almost two miles a mib- 
ute for sixty minutes.” 

The fastest racing bouts, it fs need- 
less to say, are far behind the record 
of the automobiles and the railroad 
Their feats are wonderful, in 
view of the conditions they have to

ALCOHOL FOR BURNS. 


It Sounds Startling, but It Is Said to 
Effect Wonderful Cures. 

In the children's hospital, Melbourne, 
Australia, severe burns are treated in 
a novel way by Dr.-E. T. C. Milligan 
and his assistants, Moisture is rigid. 
ly excluded and alcohol is rubbed in to 
insure perfect cleanliuess.. The. pa- 
tient is anaesthetized, usually with 


‘chloroform, and the burns are washed 


h

with sterile gauze wrung out of 70 per 
cent alcohol: The whole surface is 
rubbed vigorously till all dead skin and 
busters are removed. . Then a dressing 
of gatize soaked‘in alcohol fs applied, 

This process is repéatéd daily, When 
the dressing is removed it pulls dead 
tissue with it. Deep burns shrivel up 
and dry and the dead tissue is cut off 
with a sealpel, After about eight days 
—longer in the case of deep burns+the 
place is covered with boroglyceride 
guuze-or rubber tissue, and it is as- 
tonishing with what rapidity it heals. 

Patients who have received too great 
a shock to stand an anaesthetic have 
their burns treated for two or three 
days with a watery saturated solution 
of picric ncid on lint, which every day 
is carefully lifted but not removed, und 
more of the solution poured on. By 
the third day, says De. Millignn, the 
patient is either obviously going to die 
or cap stand an annesthetic. 

Dr. Milligan has lost only one case in 
five months of constant use of this 
treatment, and this case was compli- 
cated by internal injuries.—New York 
World.

The. Correct»Mourning. 

. There ts a tendency nowadays to 
curtail the mourning period and to 
Wear deep mourning only for funeral 
services. Persons who have consider- 
ed the effect of strict mourning attire 
on the mind, on the, natures of chil- 
dren especially, bave departed from 
strict black and are using gray, blick 
and white or lavender. -But for the 
majority of womes the accepted rules 
regarding dress nie-still observed. 

-Correct thourninig attire Las been de 
cided by custom, and, if you would fol- 
Jow the etiquette of this departnrent of 
dress,;,.here’ are some of the main 
points to be remembered: 

A widow's first wourning ts entirely 
black, with the exception of a white 
crape ruche worn juside the closely 
fitted cap. Black crape is the only 
trimming. It is used to edge n net 
veil, which is worn after na month. Be- 
fore that tine 4 regular mourning veil 
is draped over the hat, ‘Crape in nar- 
row folds or .pipings should be used * 
with discretion. It is very reprebens 
sible to overdo this. 

The extreme mourning, with very 
wide bands of crape used everywhere, 
igs not good style. . White organdie or 


_ fine linen thay, be used for turned over 


collar and cuffs, pinned with dull black 
pins. Dull jet is the only permissible 
jewelry.” All gold and precious stones 
must be laid aside when one is In deep 
mourning. Diamonds are not consid- 
ered apptopriate, even though they are 
white. 

The widow wears her full mourning 
for a year. After this the crape is 
omitted, but she ‘still wears black 
crane de chine, lusterless silks, dull 
Jet and black chiffon. 

When six months of this bave pass- 
ed the white and black,‘ gray and lilac 
shades are worn, When two years hive 
passed colors may be resumed. 

For a child a married woman should 
Wwenr just the gime mourning for a 
year as she dogs+fora husband: ‘The 
“widow's ruche’ is omitted. A mother 
does not wear mourning. for very young 
babies. Indeed, the question of wear- 
ing black when there ‘are little chil- 
dren in the family bas been decided in 
favor.of discarding mourning. 

When a mother-in-law has died 
mournin® for one month ts worn, This 
does not include crape. After the 
month gray and llaec may be worn. 
Mourning is not observed fur other 
relatives of one’s hiasbind. 

Young woten who observe full 
mourning for parents do not wear 
draped bats or-long veils. Siimplicity 
{n their black should be the rule. ‘It 
Is fuolish.to wear full mourning and 
to cling to Jewelry and orerornaments- 
tion.
